Observers who are studying the situation 
d@ispassionately and who are men of experi- 
ence are of the opinion that for every Repub- 
ican who votes the Democratic state ticket 
there are likely to be four or five Republicans 
who abstain from voting.

Story of Development, 

About twenty years ago a new hotel on 
Firth avenue, just above Madison square, 
opened its doors, being the pioneer in large 
hotel construction and operation on Fifth 
avenue, and speedily was imitated by the 
hotel properties with which George C. Boldt 
is identified.

York, Ang in this transaction is revealed the 
striking changes in real estate development 
that have been in progress in New York City 
for the last five years and that have involved 
adirectiy and indirectly many millions of dol- 
lars, refiecting vast appreciation in real es- 
tate vaiues. 

Opposite the west front of the Grand Cen- 
tral station was an open square occupying a 
full city block. It belonged to the Vander- 
Dilts. At one time there was a euggestion 
that it de converted into a small public park. 
Ine land a few years ago was appraised at 
about a million dollars’ value. Measured by 
sales of real property in the vicinity recently 
its present value must be three times as 
great. A building achievement which hae 
passed into tradition is associated with this 
plot. Upon it in ninety days’ time the New 
Xork Central constructed a steel and concrete 
building for their temporary offices and for 
the uptown postoffice. But with the comple- 
tion of the Grand Central terminal this build- 
ing now tis practically useless. 

May Cost $8,000,000. 

It is upon this plot that the hotel man and 
those representing the Vanderbilt interests 
are contempjating the erection of one of the 
largest, if not the largest, of hotels in New 
Tork, occupying an entire city block. Pre- 
sumably the investment would call for 
$7,000,000 or $8,000,000, possibly more. 

At the time the late James J. Belden, an 
extremely rich man, and for several terms 
congreseemman from the Syracuse district in 
Washington, was looking around for a good 
hotel site, he was warned by experienced 
réal estate men not to go east of Fifth ave- 
nue. But Mr. Belden ventured where real 
estate operators had not dared tread. He 
constructed upon Forty-second street, east of 
Fifth avenue, what at that time was the 
largest hotel in New York north of Thirty- 
fourth street. In its first year of operation 
it paid net nearly $1,000 a day. 

With that lesson in mind other capital was 
invested. in the cojossa) hotel at the corner 
of Forty-second street and Fourth avenue, 
opposite the Grand Central, and that has 
deen a paying investment. Now the Vander- 
bilts. with the hotel man of lower Fifth 
avenue, practically have complete! plans for 
the construction of a til! greater hotel than

I was glad 
to know that the west welcomed it, and if 
I am not mistaken it will serve to attract a 
fine element of young western manhood into 
the naval service of the country.” 

The secretary also discussed the possible 
abandonment of several navy yards.

PRAISED BY COMMANDER. 


First Time Men Had Used the 
Nashville’s Four Inch Guns 
in Practice. 


i 

Tnat the Illinole naval reserves, who have 
had comparatively ttle experience in aiming 
and firing marine guns, have recently made 
target records in practice on the gunboat 
Nashville that excel many of the American 
navy ocean scores, was announced last night 
by Commander E. A. Evers. 


commander Evers was enthusiastic over 


the skill in pointing the Nashville’s four inch 
rifles which some of his men have developed 
in the practice on the lake off Chicago dur- 
ing the last six weeks. 

We shot strings of seven shots each 
at 1,600 yards and got an average of five 
hits to the string for our record, the com- 
mander said. “ Lieut. Comfort ef the naval 
1 rulting station, who was umpire, told me 
that many of the crews in the navy made 

no better records, although our men are new 

at the work and have had little chance to 


practice. 
Firing Rapid and Accurate. 

“The target we shot at is twenty feet 
square and we steamed by it at the rate of 
ten knots an hour. The firing was not only 
for accuracy but also for rapidity. One of 
our crews put five shells out of seven through 
the canvas in thirty-nine seconds. 

“No crew got a perfect score in the record 
firing, but several of them registered seven 
straight hits in the preliminary practice. 
Coxswein Jaeger, Boatswain's Mate Van- 
vramer, Quartermaster Huggins, and Boat- 
swein's Mate Peiper are our most skilled gun 
pointers. 

* We have used the Nashville two seasons, 
but this is the first time we have used the four 
inch rifies, and under the circumstances the 
record is satisfactory.” 


Complement of the Nashville. 

The Nashville is rated as a first class gun- 
boat and carries a primary battery of eight 
four inch rifles, supplemented by pairs of 
six, three, and one pounder semi-automatics. 
It has a speed of sixteen knots an hour and 
carries a complement of 220 men.

In this scene of the defense the pene- 
trating tenderness of the Bernhardt voice and 
demeanor were.quite inimical to dry eyes, and 
even those who were unmoved by the effective 
fustian of Marguerite Gautier must have felt 
an inclination to shed. The act was shrewdly 


-ptage-managed, too, with the charges of her 


misdeeds coming maliciously from all quarters 
o1 the room with graphic unexpectedness. 
Jeanne’s plea, however, was addressed to the 
audience, rather than to her judges, a minor 
flaw, no doubt irremediable. It was an act full 
of tremors, and at its finish, — 44 condemned 
and fainting prisoner prostra n an attitude 
more realistic than romantic—there was the 
usual excited demonstration inevitable at a 
Bernhardt performance. In the third act, where 
Jeanne, inspired by the bells of the Angelus to 
renounce her recantation, destroys it, Mme. 
Bernhardt put the quality of exaltation into the 
lines so certainly that it was possible almost to 
forget that it was acting. And the ecstatic ac- 
ceptance of death and the refusal of the chival- 
rous Bedford's offer of escape made a moving 
finale to a most moving series of episodes. The 
silences, the faint singing, the trumpets,. thé 
atmosphere of catastrophe in the concluding act 
leading up to the first fearful cry of Jeanne as 
the flames burn her, and the faint moans of her 
Ceath agony—Bedford’s frantic curses and the 
delirious king borne away by the hateful War- 
wick, form an orgy of emotion in which the 
most impassive may find excuse to revel. 


First Campanini Concert; 


Hofmann in Recital. 
BY GLENN DILLARD GUNN. 


HE prediction hazarded in these columns 
recently that the Campanini Sunday con- 
certs at the Auditorium are likely to 
prove attractive additions to the musical 
life of the city, received confirmation 

yesterday afternoon. The first of them at- 
tracted an audience that comfortably filled the 
upper parts ot the theater, though the main 
floor and the boxes were occupied only to 
about half their capacity. This was to be ex- 
pected, since these concerts have not had time 
to become recognized as an important part of 
the Chicago Opera company’s offerings. 

The rdiality with which the public re 


‘céfved* the varſous artists who partfefpated in- 


dicated a lHvely, appreciation. The program 
was long and 4ufficiently varied to suit all 
tastes. It opened with a number which was 
designed to be impressive and which further- 
more was an important novelty, the “ Prolegue 
in Heaven,“ from Bolto’s “ Mefistofele.” © Un- 
fortunately it employed the organ extensively, 
and, owing to atmospheric conditions and the 
temperature of the theater, that instrument 
steadily departed from the pitch of the or- 
chestra until the disagreement was all of a 
quarter of a tone. Hence it cannot be said 
that the performance as a whole was produc- 
tive of much enjoyment. Also it was impossi- 
ble to form an adequate impression of the 
musical significance of the work. 
— 

At Orchestra hall Josef Hofmann ‘gave his 
first piano recital for the present season be- 
fore an audience that, like that in the Audito- 
rium, filled the upper portions of the house 
end left about half the seats on the main floor 
vacant. The applause was cordial and the de- 
mand for encores frequent and insistent. 


These facts are recorded at once, since it is 


impossible to agree with the public's estimate 
of Mr. Hofmann’s art as it is therein tmplied. 
Time was when Mr. Hofmann was one of the 
most inspiring of the pianists, when his playing 
«xemplified the highest and severest of interpre- 
tative ideals. It is with regret that one ob- 
serves the passing of some of those ideals. It 
is with greater regret that one records a cer- 
tain deterioration even of the purely ‘pianistic 
aspects of his art. 

Hofmann is the “standpatter” of the plan- 
ists. He has not moved with the times. He 
finds nothing in the really new music that in- 
terests him. His program proclaimed him a 
reactionary. In selection and arrangement it 
defined his position not only as to the music of 
the present but as to the whole field of art. No 
musician who spends his time in practicing or 
in listening attentively to music as it is now 
represented in our concert halls could, have 
found anything to interest him in the vast ma- 
jority of Mr. Hofmann’s offerings. 


— 

There were three numbers that may be called 
great, in the sense that they have endured the 
test of time. They were the two sonatas of 
beethoven, op. 90 and op. 26, and the rondo op. 
120. Otherwise his message was addressed solely 
to the dilettante. Since the dilettantes far out- 
number the serious minded music lovers there 
can be no question that there are financial ad- 
vantages to be discovered in Mr. Hofmann’s 
present attitude toward his art. 

That this same element was largely repre- 
sented in his audience was evidenced by the 
rapture which greeted his playing of that empty 
trie Tabatiere à Musique,“ by Liadow. These 
good people also found much pleasure in his 
playing of the Andante Spianato and Polo- 
naise ox Chopin, which has not emerged from 
its wonted scholastic environment for many 
years. 


— 

Mr. Hofmann’s Beethoven playing, as it was 
exemplified in the scherzo from the E flat sonata, 
cp. 31, was the only one of the several numbers 
that compels unqualified indorsement. It was 
such. an example of superiative pianistic control, 
pulsing rhythmical life, and vivid dynamic 
nuance as has frequently achieved inspiring 
realization in his playing in the past. It in- 
Cicates that he has retained his remarkable 
virtuosity. But there were other moments that 
showed a dulling of that sense of tonal beauty 
which was once the chiefest glory of his art. 
Now he does not hesitate to carry a climax far 
beyond the limitations of the plano. He de- 
sires orchestral bigness of tone—he achieves 
harshness... He desires dramatic emphasis—he 
attains melodic angularity. 

Mr. Hofmann is too young a man to grow 
eld before his time. He owes the world too 
great a debt by virtue of his significant talents 


te remove himself thus from the march of mu- 


sical progress. Let us hope that this is merely 

a passing phase of lis development and that his 
. recital will reveal him in his wonted mu- 
sical greatness.

About the only great questions left pulsating 
for an answer relate to the tariff, Joe Cannon, 
the insurgent movement in Kansas, will Col. 
Roosevelt bé a candidate in 1912, and as to 
how many of the jackpotters wil! be left alive 
at Springfield after the ballots are counted to- 
morrow night. None of these interesting sub- 
jecte are good material for the dramatists, and 
in sheer desperation they turn to the subject. 
“Should an Indian marry a white girl?”

Because of the great scarcity of simon pure, 


A No. 1, regular red Indians left in the coun- 
try this question is about as momentous as 
“Should a white girl marry a boll-weevil?”’ 
The answer to the question propounded in 
“ Where the Trail Divides” is much similar to 
the answer to that other thrilling inquiry, “Is 
life worth living?” The reply is, “It depends 
entirely on the liver.” Also it may be said 
that the only answer to the inquiry regarding 
whether a white girl should wed an Indian is 
that it depends entirely upon the white girl. 
If she is satisfied, the rest of the country ought 
to be able to maintain a judicial calm. It 
ought not to be such a bad idea for an Indian 
to marry a white girl, at least one of the kind 
that wears a half bushel of waves and puffs 
and rats and curls on her head.

The beautiful white maiden who had married 
the Indian and regretted the incident very 
much was turned fn a half imploring attitude 
to her red skinned husband as he said fare- 
well, and in his closing impassioned but brief 
remarks he made several allusions to the fact 
that he would keep a close watch over her and 
that he knew some day he would do what the 
terible Mr. Jeffries, although of white lineage, 
could not accomplish—he would come back.“ 
So that left the question right where it started 
and members of the Carlisie team who are 
sighing for paleface sweethearts should look 
up and hope.

The trouble with Mr. Edeson's presentation 
of the vexing problem is that in spite of his 
red paint and straight black hair (wigs by 
Hepner) it is hard to make his admirers dis- 
sociate him from the matinée idol. The real 
qnestion presented to the young and suscepti- 
ble women in the audience was not at all the 
one that the press agent has dwelt upon with 
such vehemence, but was more in the nature 
of an inquiry as to whether a girl should 
marry a matinée idol. There being many more 
matinée idols than Indians, this question is of 
far greater public moment and should be taken 
up and dealt with in a strong and convincing 
manner.

Against this distressing back- 
ground the brave, lofty character and the snow 
white teeth of the Indian personage shone with 
The villain (white) who per- 
sists in making love to Mrs. Ma-Wa-Cha-Sa is 
clasping the lady in his arms in the last act 
when the husband returns.

CELL GRADUATES” 
" ALDED BY REFUGE! 


Men Who Come Back“ Tell How 


They Have Forsaken the 
Paths of Crime. 


Twenty-six gradustes of the bridewell 
told yesterday afternoon how they had re- 
gained footholds in the world through aid 
given them by “ Tne Parting of the Ways,” 
the home at Twenty-second and Clark streets, 
which “ grub stakes men discharged from 
prison. 

It was the first annual meeting of the men 
who had been able to come back,” and was 
held at the home. It has been just a year 
since the institution was founded. The suc- 
cess of the experiment has been greater than 
expected. 


All Proudly Relate Their Stories. 

One after another the twenty-six arose and 
proudly related tne stories ot their new lives. 
When they had finished Supc. John L. Whit- 
man of the bridewell exclaimed: “1 have 
more faith than ever in the goodness of hu- 
man nature.” 7 

One of those who spoke is a college man 
and he gave his story in faultlees language. 

This home saved me from my evil ways 
and also saved my wife and dbox.“ he said. 

Sixteen others Who have reformed but were 
unable to be present wrote letters, speaking 
kindly of the home. One of the writers is 
the son of a millionaire who was once a drunk- 
ard. 

When men are discharged from the bride- 
well they are given 5 cents for car fare. This 
with a bad reputation is all some of them 
have. “The Parting of the Ways” was 
founded as a refuge for these men until they 
secure work. It received 470 men from the 
bridewell during the fiscal year. Employ- 
ment was secured for 414 and 56 were other- 
wise assisted. All this was done at a cost of 
$6.30 a man.
